High Honor Conferred Upon Diplomat Who Will Di-

Of the Platform Adopted 


at the Democratic 
State Convention. 


In state convention assembled, we. 


the Democrats of Ohio, hereby 
ac- 


knowledge and declare our continued 
allegiance to the Democratic party of j 
the nation and on national issues re- 
affirm and endorse the principles laid 
down in its last national 
platform 


adopted at Kansas City, and wnicb 
was fully and aoiy represented in the 
presidential' campaign of 1900 by 
William Jennings Bryan. Regarding 
those principles as opposed to im- 
perialism and colonialism, as opposed 
to government by injunction, as op- 
posed to trusts and 
trust-fostering 


tariffs, as opposed to financial mo- 
nopoly and as opposed to all 
other 


legalized 
monopolies and privileges, 


we condemn every eifort to repudiate 
or ignore them. 


In state and municipal affairs we 


pledge our party to a faithful, appli- 
cation of those Democratic principles, 
to the end that the burdens of taxa- 
tion may be equalized and home rule 
and local self-government be estab- 
lished and preserved. 


REPUBLICANS ARRAIGNED. 


Under the long continued control of 


the Republican party in this state,

tions should be required by law to

chises shall be inoperative until con- 
firmed by a majority vote of the peo- 
ple of the municipality, and we are 
unalterably opposed to the granting 
of any perpetual franchises. 


SENATORIAL NOMINATIONS. 


10. That until United States sena- 


tors are required by amendment to 
the federal constitution to be elected 
by popular vote nominations of candi- 
dates for United States senator should 
be made by state conventions. 
And 


we hereby direct that in the official 
call for the next Democratic state 
convention of Ohio there be embodied 
a clause providing for the 
nomina- 


tion at that convention of Democratic 
candidate for United States senator 
and a clause providing for action by 
said convention, -upon all amendments 
to the state constitution then, pending, 
before the people.

and just taxation, and to the accom- 
plishment of these purposes in muni- 
cipal and state affairs, we invite the 
co-operation of all citizens of Ohio, 
regardless of their party affiliations 
on national questions, hereby solemn-

We paid no 


intention to these stories and camped 
iicui tlie desolated town. 


The site was covered with rhrubs 


and grafcs and vines, and here and 
there v. ere xiwes of jountf UC-PS. No 
tigers liad boon seen in that neit,'hbor- 
Lood for years, but the place looked 
like a paradise for panthers, \vohes, 
hyenas and serpents. That evening, 
v.-hile \ve were settling down in our 
new quarters, a number of stones from 
unseen 
assailants 
were 
suddenly 


thrown v/ith great force at c:ie of the 
natives who had strayed beyond the 
limits of the camp, hitting him on the 
head and knocking him insensible for 
several minutes. The misgllys caine 
from a thicket between us and the 
first ruins of the town, and after we 
had located the direction we fired a 
•\olley from our gnus and put an end 
to the disturbance. The native serv- 
ants were thrown into a state of great 
consternation, believing' and arguing 
that our presence had offended the 
spirits keeping guard over the ruins, 
and but for Mr. Grant's threats the 
crowd would have bolted and left us. 


"I think I see into this business." he

On the con'rary, 
b" vns crilifis-d to know that the treas- 
ure had cfr.iTted the English. When, 
ashed as to its rah:e. bis eyes sparkled 
joy<wi«ly, and be answered:

the braves came into the "influence" 
they discarded the ordinary glass and: 
insisted taat their firewater be poured 
into beer glasses, \vhen the whites 
remonstrated the trouble began. Glass- 
were was smashed, pictures punctured 
and the pale faced 
habitues 
of the 


cafe put to rout. The riot call brought 
a squad of policemen, who after a 
strenuous half hour, cleared the sa- 
loon.

sort of war dance on tBe Midway, 
gathering around in a circle and fright- 
ening away an impatient crowd wait- 
ing for an incoming train.

Congress to control trusts aad curb 
the great evils from which"the people 
are now 
suffering. 
After 
stating 


what can be done to curb trusts un- 
der the Sherman law, Mr. Hoar said. 


"But the Sherman law has by no 


means exhausted the national powei 
over the subject 
We have the righ 


to require in all interstate and ialer- 
national transactions the safeguards 
which have in general been employe! 
for the State of Massachusetts in re- 
gard to our local corporations. 


"We have the right also to prohibit 


all traskctions of interstate or interna- 
tional commerce by corporations. 


"We have the right to impose on 


them, any conditions that may be 
thought fit 


"We can compel them to keep ac- 


counts. 


We can submit them to 
Govern 


ment inspection. 


"We can prohibit the watering of 


stock. 


"Above all, we can enact that un- 


less all national regulations be com 
plied \vith, the exemption of personal 
liability for the stockholders shall not 
exist. 


"We can require every corporation 


great or small, to do the bidding d 
Congress at the peril of exposing its. 
members to individual liability for all 
its debts and obligations, and of be- 
ing prohibited from doing inter-state 
business altogether. 


"So I myself find no trouble in the 


matter of legislative power and see no 
necessity 
for 
any 
constitutional 


amendment. 


'-If as I believe, Congress 
mav 


rightfully prohibit any corporation or 
joint stock company from engaging 
in the inter-state or 
international 


commerce at all, it can'prescribe the 
conditions on which it can so engage. 


"It can declare that it shall submit 


its affairs to the inspection of Gov- 
ernment, agency as banks, submit their 
affairs to Government inspection, and. 
as in Massachusetts, railroad and sav- 
ings banks and insurance companies 
submit theirs to Government inspec- 
tion. It can compel their accounts lo 
be made public. It can prohibit ttc 
watering of stock. 


"It can prohibit every form of com- 


bination which shall prevent compe- 
tition. It can make the penalty for the 
violation o' any of these regulat:ons 
a personal liability of all its stock- 
holders for its debts and obligations. 
as we in Massachusetts 
make 
ibc 


stockholders or directors liable f-.»r a 
violation of onr laws.
